NOTE FOR MR, PACKARD 


You asked: ''Why is electronic readout better for NASA?" 


NASA argues that an Earth Resources Satellite program will 
have economic benefit by returning photographs of crop conditions, 
water supplies, ice conditions, etc. The economic argument is 
weak at best and critics have pointed out the advantage of aircraft 
for such surveys. NASA is primarily interested in satellites, 
however, and has concluded that, to be at all economic, the survey = 
satellite must be a very long lived satellite with electronic readout. 
Their initial experiments will use high resolution TV but they would 
benefit greatly if more advanced sensors could be used. If NASA 
were to establish a sound program of research and development in 
electro-optical imaging devices, the broader base of technology 
plus the presumed bold research approach of NASA would lend 
support to our efforts in this area.

annex which would outline the prospective missions, payload 
weights, cost estimates and launch frequency of National 
Reconnaissance Program satellites over the next decade. 


The National Reconnaissance Office has prepared such 
an Annex. It contains an outline of the National Reconnais- 
sance Program, a summary of national policy applicable to 
the program, and comments on key interagency relationships. 


The Annex has been reviewed and approved by the NRP

report. It has also been reviewed by Secretary Seamans with 


respect to DOD space interests and objectives.
